$24.6 Billion

House And Senate 
Plan Conference 
Over Differences

E a ster 
recess.

m ajor 
differences

tween the House version and 
the Senate bill passed last No­ 
vem ber are expected to delay 
agreem ent for weeks. 
The House version calls for 
the 
federal 
government 
to 
spend $18.3 billion during the 
fisca l years 1973-75 to help com ­ 
munities finance construction of 
sew agc-treatm ent 
works 
and 
sew'age-collection systems. 


The Senate bill authorizes to­ 
tal construction grants of only 
$14 billion. None of the Senate 
money is ca r marked for sew>- 
age-eollection system s. 


The Senate a lso called for in­ 
dustries to utilize by 1981 the 
best 
available 
technology 
to 
trea t 
wastes 
discharged 
into 
waterways. The House, by com ­ 
parison, calls on the National 
Academy of Sciences to com ­ 
plete within two years a cost 
study to determ ine if the 1981 
requirem ent would be econom ­ 
ica lly disruptive. 


If 
it is 
found 
economically 
feasible, Congress would set the 
1981 deadline. 


The 
Senate 
a lso 
gave 
in­ 
dustries until 1985 to elim inate 
discharges into waterways. 


The House m erely cited the 
1985 no-discharge deadline as a 
national goal and not govern­ 
m ental policy. 
Another significant difference 
is abolition of the 1899 Refuse 
A ct permit system under the 
House m easure. It would be re ­ 
placed with a join t federal sta te 
perm it system under which in­ 
dustries would receive perm its 
from the states operating under 
federal guidelines. 
The Senate version does not 
elim inate the Refuse Act per­ 
m it system, but simply adds an 
additional federal-state system .

Lake Ontario’s once-clear wa­ 
ter is clogged with algae and 
man has made it his cesspool 
for 
waste. In 
the 
summer, 
when 
ifs 
warm, 
algae 
and 
scavenger fish wash up on its 
shore to rot and stink. 
The 
blood-sucking 
lamprey 
eel, which found its way into 
the lake in the 1930s, chews into 
the 
coho 
salmon 
population, 
mallards try to swim in oil 
slicks and, in the urban areas, 
man tries to watch the sunset 
through polluted air. 
Ever since French explorer 
Etienne Brule discovered the 
7,313-square mile lake in 1615, 
it has served man from 
its 
western mouth at the Niagara 
River to the St. Lawrence. 
But now Lake Ontario, its 
water and the wildlife it sup­ 
ports are tired. 
Perhaps that is why Canada 
and the United States have de­ 
cided to return a favor. 
The two countries will spend 
$15 million in the next year 
studying more than IOO aspects 
of the lake. 
The study will involve more 
than OOO scientists, five ships, 
14 planes and a support base of 
millions of dollars worth of lab­ 
oratory equipment. 
The study, announced jointly 
by the two federal governments 
last year, is known as the In­ 
ternational Field Year of the 
Great Lakes and is part of the 
international Hydrological Dec­ 
ade, a program initiated by the 
United 
Nations 
Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organ­ 
ization—UNESCO. 
The study, which starts April 
I, is being officially aboard the I 
Martin Carlsen, a federal gov­ 
ernment 
vessel 
which 
works 
out of its base at the Canada ! 
Center for Inland Waters 
at 
Burlington, Ont. 
The steering committee for 
the project says in a news re 
lease: “ The objectives of the 
1FYGL . . . are to understand 
the Lake Ontario drainage ba­ 
sin well enough to ensure that 
its waters will always be suf­ 
ficient and of good quality; and 
to improve the management of 
operations that can harm the 
environment and assist oper­ 
ations that are affected by en­ 
vironmental conditions.” 
The study is organized under 
six fundamental scientific pro­ 


grams — biology — chemistry, 
boundary layer, energy budget, 
lake 
meteorology, 
terrestrial 
water balance and water move­ 
ment. 
Lake Ontario, the smallest of 
the Great Lakes, was chosen 
for intensive investigation be­ 
cause it is generally typical of 
the Great Lakes. 
It is located in a growing 


population center, convenient to 
study, and already shows signs 
of 
deterioration 
due 
to 
the 
stress of human activities along 
its shores, says the committee. 
“ However, most of what is 
learned in the Field Year will 
he 
closely 
applicable 
to the 
management of the other lakes 
and to large lakes throughout 
the world.”

More than 10.000 Americans have 
passed their 100th birthdays. This is 
a surprising statistic because most 
newspaper readers who have read of 
someone 
reaching 
t h a t 
milestone 
thought it was a rare event. 
For those seeking a clue to a long 
life, there arc a number of similarities 
worth noting. But few of them arc like­ 
ly to change the conscious stream of 
American life. 
The 
vast 
majority, 
according 
to 
available data, achieved little formal 
education in their lifetimes. This is not 
surprising. In their youth hard work 
v*as the rule and time out for schooling 
was a luxury to many. 
Few centenarians arc bachelors or 
spinsters. There hasn't been enough 
research to determine whether this 


marital status was deliberate or the 
subjects merely had more time than 


most persons to find a spouse. 
Most of the oldsters show moderation 


or abstinence in the use of tobacco 
and alcohol, but there are enough who 
don't to give statisticians trouble. Diets 
offer no clue to longevity.

similarity

sense is the environment enjoyed by 
the majority of the centenarians most 
of their lives. A majority of them are 
farmers who spent the early part of 
their lives tilling the soil without the

CLEARWATER BEACH, Fla. 
(AP) — Relax, you can’t catch 
cancer from your cat, says Dr. 
Robert Schneider. 
Schneider and his associates 
at a California laboratory are 
the only scientists in the world 
keeping track of tumors affect­ 
ing household pets such as cats 
and dogs. 
They cooperate with another 
laboratory which keeps tabs on 
cancers in humans so they can 
assess the chances of anim als 
transm itting tumors to families 
with which they live.

TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — A sci 
entist called Wednesday night 
for an independent rev iew of 
the entire space program, say ­ 
ing new space ex penditu res are 
an ex pensiv e lu x u ry this cou n­ 
try cannnot afford. 
“This does not mean 
that 
there are notsreal v alu es to a 
national space program,” Dr 
Ralph E. Lapp told a Univ er­ 
sity of Toledo au dience. 
“ We need to assess what we 
hav e spent in space and what 
we hav e gotten in retu rn,” said 
Lapp, 
a 
priv ately 
employ el 
Washington 
nu clear 
phy sicist 
and stu dent of space affairs. 
Lapp said he and some other 
priv ate 
scientists opposed 
to 
space shu ttle sy stem hav e con­ 
du cted a stu dy “finding little 
data to su pport NASA’s need 
for su ch a su per space sy s­ 
tem.”

FOSTORIA, Ohio (AP) - A

mained optimistic abou t the fu ­ 
tu re.

He said other small parts are 
made at the plant, bu t their 
produ ction is integrated with 
the spark plu g manu factu ring 
section and probably cou ld not 
be maintained separately . 
He noted the cou rt order re­ 
qu ires Ford to bu y half its 
spark plu gs from the Ohio plant 
for the nex t fiv e y ears.

He said other small parts are 
made at the plant, but their 
production is integrated with 
the spark plug manufacturing 
section and probably could not 
be maintained separately.

Judge me nt Da y Is Gre a t Mome nt Of Truth

the Last Judgment.

Now is the twilignt time, a 
region of semi-day and semi­ 
night. Some things are fairly 


clear, 
some 
utterly baffling. 
“ For now we see in a mirrow 
dim ly .” Surface lines of 
t he 
terrain are faintly visible, with 
glimmerings here and there, but 
also shadowy , obscure, queer. 
It’s hard to mak e out just what 
it's all about. 


Then the “ trum pet” sounds. 
The 
light break s. 
It 
exposes 
every 
infinitesimal 
detail 
in 
absolute clarity . What once was 
vague and ambiguous becomes 
vividly explicit. 
“ Then 
I 
shall 
understand 
fully , even as 1 have been fully 
understood.” 
This, as the indirect clues arc 
interpreted, is “ judgm ent day .” 
In the perspective of faith, it 
is 
when 
temporality 
swerves 
into eternity , 
when 
all 
the 
centuries are gathered up into 
a 
lasting 
present, 
when 
the 
hidden is made plain and when 
every 
human 
finally 
un­ 
derstands precisely who he 
is. 
It is the great m om ent of truth. 
An encounter “ in the raw,” 
Catholic philosopher 
Malachi 
Martin put it. It could be hard 
to bear. As T. S. Elliot once 
observed: 
“ Man cannot stand 
too much reality .” 
Although a long succession of 
grisly medieval art, imaginative 
poetry , 
overdrawn 
preaching 
and 
presumptuous 
calculation 
has 
produced 
some 
wildly 
brutal popular impressions of 
the occasion, these have little 
to do with basic church con­ 
victions. 
As a result, say s Methodist 
theologian William A. Spurrier, 
church scholars “ spend most of 
their tim e try ing to m ak e clear 
what they don’t believe.” 
Basically , 
the 
judgm ent is 
conceived as a phase in which 
hum an beings are enabled to 
attain fully just w hat they in­ 
tentionally have sought to be. 
It is when the exercise of the 
freedom given them in creation 
is accorded toL.1 realization. 
As C. S. Lewis once depicted 
it in a play , it is when God, 
after 
beseeching 
a 
person’s 
friendship throughout his early 
life, at last tells him , “ Thy will 
be done.” 
He 
is 
allowed 
to 
become 
entirely and exactly what he 
himself purposely had devoted 
his life to becoming. His self- 
determination is brought to its 
apex. It could be, as theologians 
project it, devastating. On the 
other hand, it could be m ar­ 
velously 
satisfy ing, 
finally to 
have 
all 
one’s 
stumbling 
strivings toward identity given 
development to utm ost capacity . 
But each person himself sets 
the 
matrix, 
his 
chosen 
con­ 
summ ation. 
“ It 
could 
be 
a 
reduction 
to 
smallness 
or it 
could 
be 
an 
elevation 
to 
greatness," 
say s 
philosopher 
Paul Tillich. “ It can mean an 
extrem e poverty with respect to 
fulfilled potentials or it can also 
mean an extreme richness of 
them .” 
Although Scripture savs God 
desires to redeem all men, they 
are endowed with u distinctive 
trait, 
free 
will, 
a 
self- 
evaluating, self-directing ability 
to mold their own lives. This 
is what mak es them, unlik e all 
other 
creatures, 
responsible 
beings. 
It’s also what mak es 
their outcome uncertain. It’s an 
open question, a risk , both for 
humanity , and for God. 
“ It rests with us whether His 
purpose of good in creation is 
to be at least a partial failure.” 
say s 
British 
theologian 
John 
Austin 
Bak er. 
“ He 
has 
put 
Himself in our hands.” 
W i t ho u t that 
uncertainty 


factor, 
there 
could 
be 
no 
possibility of genuinely mutual 
love at all whether on earth 
or in the hereafter, for love, 
to 
be 
love, alway s 
must be 
voluntary . “ Man m ust do his 
own living, his own loving, his 
own 
deciding,” 
say s 
Catholic 
theologian 
Robert 
J. 
Faricy . 
“ God 
cannot live or love or 
decide for man because man 
has 
his 
own 
unique 
per- 
sonhood.” 
This means that som e people, 
in the last judgment, m ay have 
so ordered their lives as to 
reject 
its 
grace. 
It 
is 
not 
s o m e t h ing, 
however, 
that 
happens to a man suddenly , lik e 
a 
bombshell, 
but 
rather 
something 
he has 
developed 
throughout his life and finally 
is 
brought to its 
fruition. It 
could be hell. 
“This means that a person 
who chooses to walk in dark ness 
will in the great future find 
himself in the outer dark ness,” 
say s 
Dutch 
theologian 
Hen- 
drik us 
Bcrk hof. 
“ Hell 
is the 
consequences of God's respect 
for 
our 
hum anity .” 
So 
is 
heaven. 
E ither 
way, 
it 
means 
the 
completion of a person’s own 
pattern. The occasion is called 
“ the revealing,” the “ Day of 
our Lord,” His “ parousia” or 
“ com ing.” 
“ For 
the 
Lord 


him self 
will 
descend 
from 
heaven with a cry of command, 
with the archangel’s call, and 
with the sound of the trum pet 
of God,” Scripture say s. 
“ E ach 
m an’s 
work 
will 
become manifest, for the Day 
will disclose it, for it will be 
revealed with fire.” The result 
can 
be 
abundance, 
St. 
Paul 
adds, or withering loss. 
Elsewhere in the Bible, there 
are various, suggestive images 
—■ 
of 
tliunder, 
falling 
stars, 
archangels, the pit, a “ lak e of 
fire,” dragons, graphic scenes 
to portray what, fundamentally , 
is bey ond the hum an experience 
to express. All this is in k eeping 
with the Hebrew understanding 
of 
the 
sy mbolic 
nature 
of 
language, but not so much with 
the modern technical mentality . 
As 
a 
result 
subsequent 
literary 
flights, 
evangelistic 
overk ill 
and 
slighting, 
non­ 
chalant 
jok es 
about 
hell, 
usually derived 
from

conscious 
fear 
of 
it, 
have 
combined to

the “ last 
judgm ent” look lik e a savage, 
r e v e n g e f u l 
affair.

In the present existence, it 
is 
obvious 
that 
evil

overcomes goodness, that the 
rughless crush the tender, that 
deceit 
sometim es 
blots 
out 
honesty , 
that 
the 
arrogant, 
greedy 
and 
powerful 
often 
dominate 
the 
compassionate, 
generous and weak . Unless this 
disorder is somehow, sometime, 
rectified, 
say s 
Presby terian 
scholar W. Burnet Eaton, then 
“ there is not much sense to 
any thing at all.” 
Easy going 
sentimentality , 
however, tends to reject the 
idea of judgment, and sermons 
nowaday s generally avoid the 
topic. “ In a large proportion of 
Christian congregations today it 
is never mentioned from one

Judgement Day Is Great Moment Of Truth 


E D I T O R ' S NOTE: The 
following article, fourth in a 
five-part E aster series about the 
“ Hope of Heaven,” deals with 
the Last Judgment.

Now is the t w i l i t time, a 
region of semi-day and semi­ 
night. Some things are fairly 
clear, 
some 
utterly baffling. 
“ For now we see in a mirrow 
dim ly.” Surface lines of 
t h e 
terrain arc faintly visible, with 
glimmerings here and there, but 
also shadowy, obscure, queer. 
It’s hard to make out just what 
it’s all about. 


Then the “trum pet” sounds. 
The light breaks. 
It exposes 
every 
infinitesimal 
detail 
in 
absolute clarity. What once was 
vague and ambiguous becomes 
vividly explicit. 
“Then 
I 
shall 
understand 
fully, even as I have been fully 
understood.” 
This, as the indirect clues arc 
interpreted, is “judgment day.” 
In the perspective of faith, it 
is 
when 
temporality swerves 
into eternity, 
when 
all 
the 
centuries are gathered up into 
a 
lasting 
present, 
when 
the 
hidden is made plain and when 
every 
human 
finally 
un­ 
derstands precisely who he 
is 
It is the great moment of truth 
An encounter “ in the raw ,’ 
Catholic philosopher 
Malachi 
Martin put it. It could be hard 
to bear. As T. S. Elliot once 
observed: “ Man cannot stand 
too much reality.” 
Although a long succession of 
grisly medieval art, imaginative 
poetry, 
overdrawn 
preaching 
and 
presumptuous 
calculation 
has 
produced 
some 
wildly 
brutal popular impressions of 
the occasion, these have little 
to do with basic church con­ 
victions. 
As a result, says Methodist 
theologian William A. Spurrier, 
church scholars “ spend most of 
their time trying to make clear 
what they don’t believe.” 
Basically, 
the 
judgm ent is 
conceived as a phase in which 
human beings are enabled to 
attain fully just what they in­ 
tentionally have sought to be. 
It is when the exercise of the 
freedom given them in creation 
is accorded total realization. 
As C. S. Lewis once depicted 
it in a play, it is when God, 
after 
beseeching 
a 
person’* 
friendship throughout his early 
life, at last tells him, “ Thy wiil 
be done.” 
He 
is 
allowed 
to 
become 
entirely and exactly what he 
himself purposely had devoted 
his life to becoming. His self- 
determination is brought to its 
apex. It could be, as theologians 
project it, devastating. On the 
other hand, it could be m ar­ 
velously satisfying, finally to 
have 
all 
one’s 
stumbling 
strivings toward identity given 
development to utmost capacity. 
But each person himself sets 
the 
m atrix, 
his chosen 
con­ 
summation. 
“ It 
could 
be 
a 
reduction 
to smallness or it 
could 
be 
an 
elevation 
to 
greatness,” 
says 
philosopher 
Paul Tillich. “ It can mean an 
extrem e poverty with respect to 
fulfilled potentials or it can also 
mean an extreme richness of 
them .” 
Although Scripture lays God 
desires to redeem all men, they 
are endowed with a distinctive 
trait, 
free 
will, 
a 
self- 
evaluating, self-directing ability 
to mold their own lives. This 
is what makes them, unlike all 
other 
creatures, 
responsible 
beings. It’* also what makes 
their outcome uncertain. It’s an 
open question, a risk. both for 
humanity, and for God. 
“ It rests with u> whether His 
purpose of good in creation is 
to be at least a partial failure.'' 
says 
British 
theologian 
John 
Austin 
Baker. 
“ He 
has 
put 
Himself in our hands.” 
W i t h o u t that uncertainty 


factor, 
there 
could 
be 
no 
possibility of genuinely mutual 
love at all whether on earth 
or in the hereafter, for love, 
to be love, always m ust be 
voluntary. “ Man must do his 
own living, his own loving, his 
own deciding,” says Catholic 
theologian 
Robert 
J. 
Fancy. 
“ God cannot live or love or 
decide for man because man 
has 
his 
own 
unique 
per- 
sonhood.” 
This means that some people, 
in the last judgment, may have 
so ordered their lives as to 
reject 
its 
grace. 
It 
is 
not 
s o rn e t h mg, 
however, 
that 
happens to a man suddenly, like 
a 
bombshell, 
but 
rather 
something 
he has 
developed 
throughout his life and finally 
is brought to its fruition. It 
could be hell. 
“This means that a person 
who chooses to walk in darkness 
will in the great future find 
himself in the outer darkness,” 
says 
Dutch 
theologian 
Hen- 
drikus Bcrkhof. “ Hell is the 
consequences of God s respect 
for 
our 
hum anity.” 
So 
is 
heaven. 
Either way, 
it 
means 
the 
completion of a person’s own 
pattern. The occasion is called 
“ the revealing,” the “ Day of 
our Lord,” His “ parousia” or 
“ coming.” 
“ For 
the 
Lord 


himself 
will 
descend 
from 
heaven with a cry of command, 
with the archangel’s call, and 
with the sound of the trum pet 
of God,” Scripture says. 
“Each 
m an’s 
work 
will 
become manifest, for the Day 
will disclose it, for it will be 
revealed with fire.” The result 
can be 
abundance, St. Paul 
adds, or withering loss. 
Elsewhere in the Bible, there 
are various, suggestive images 
—- of 
thunder, 
falling 
stars, 
archangels, the pit, a “lake of 
fire,” dragons, graphic scenes 
to portray what, fundamentally, 
is beyond the human experience 
to express. All this is in keeping 
with the Hebrew understanding 
of 
the 
symbolic 
nature 
of 
language, but not so much with 
the modern technical mentality. 
As 
a 
result 
subsequent 
literary 
flights, 
evangelistic 
overkill 
and 
slighting, 
non­ 
chalant 
jokes 
about 
hell, 
usually derived from a sub­ 
conscious 
fear 
of 
it, 
have 
combined to make the “last 
judgment” look like a savage, 
r e v e n g e f u l 
affair. 
The 
d i s t o r t i o ns, says Catholic 
theologian Jerom e Stowell, have 
st e rn rn e d 
from 
“ grotesque 
p r e a c h i n g , bad art and 
misguided piety.”

If there Is not to be 
some balancing out of all the 
inequities,

without any moral rationality to

Hebrew 
word 
for 
judgment, 
“ shafat,” 
means: 
“To establish the right order 
of things.” 
In the present existence, it 
is 
obvious 
that 
evil 
often 
overcomes goodness, that the 
rughless crush the tender, that 
deceit 
sometimes 
blots 
out 
honesty, 
that 
the 
arrogant, 
greedy 
and 
powerful 
often 
dominate 
the 
compassionate, 
generous and weak. Unless this 
disorder is somehow, sometime, 
rectified, 
says 
Presbyterian 
scholar W. Burnet Eaton, then 
“ there is not much sense to 
anything at all.” 
Easygoing 
sentimentality, 
however, tends to reject the 
idea of judgment, and sermons 
nowadays generally avoid the 
topic. “ In a large proportion of 
Christian congregations today it 
is never mentioned from one 
year’s 
end 
to 
other,” 
says 
Anglican scholar Baker. Even 
most theology books bypass it 
quickly. 
The 
attitude 
is 
sim ilar to 
shallow friendships in which a 
person 
avoids 
dealing 
with 
another’s 
faults 
which 
arc 
hurting 
him, 
such 
as 
over 
drinking, 
for 
the 
sake of 
comfortable relations. But such 
“ good natured” indulgence is 
not real friendship. It is more 
painful 
to get involved 
in 
another’s problems and shame, 
to shoulder them, but this is 
the way of love. And basically, 
everyone knows it. 
With all the ambiguities in the 
world, with honor and integrity 
sometimes bringing only failure, 
with fighters for the right often 
losing and 
the innocent suf­ 
fering, with so many things out 
of kilter and awry, people ac­ 
tually want them set straight. 
Despite 
their 
distaste 
for 
judgment, a more basic quality 
in them demands it for the sake 
of justice which is essential to 
love. 
“ In short, man must desire 
j u d g m e n t , ’ ’ says Catholic 
theologian Romano Guardini. 
It 
happens, 
Scripture 
em ­ 
phasizes, within the context of 
G o d ’ s 
preeminent 
charac­ 
teristic, a boundless, self-giving, 
passionate love for humanity, 
offering pardon to the penitent 
and welcome to all those willing 
to accept it. 
Whatever 
their 
sorrowing, 
unwanted 
guilt, 
these 
are 
transformed by God’s lovingly 
enduring “ the infinite pain it 
h a s 
caused 
Him,” 
says 
theologian 
Baker, 
“ He has 
taken it on Himself. He brings 
forgiveness 
achieved 
through 
his own suffering. The hands 
that hold us in existence are 
p i e r c e d with unimaginable 
nails.” 
While this is epitomized in the 
crucifixion, it is not considered 
confined 
to 
an 
episode but 
extended over all of time, a 
divine suffering for mankind'* 
injustice and wrongs, but 
also 
the competence 
to overcome 
them, 
as manifested 
in 
the 
resurrection. 
He 
takes 
the 
wrong doing and builds new life 
out of it if it is accepted. 
But

pardoned

mand is doing what few ranch­ 
ers would dare to even think 
about — herding 3,500 sheep 
from

near Medicine Bow, Wyo. 
Allemand left the Fort Collins 
area two weeks ago, herding 
his flock along Highway 287 to 
Laram ie, Wyo. 
Allemand’s 
wife 
Penny 
— 
who doubles as cook — and two 
other herders are helping man­ 
age the drive. He estim ates the 
herd will reach sum m er pas­ 
ture 
at 
Laramie 
Plains, 
20 
miles north of Medicine Bow, 
about April I. 
Many of Allemand’s fellow 
ranchers thought he was crazy 
to buy 5.200 ewes and lambs 
last fall. The wool m arket has 
been depressed for 25 years, 
and the slaughter lam b m arket 
fell to a five-year low' of 23 
cents a pound last year. 
But consumer demand 
has 
pushed choice lamb prices to 30 
cents a pound, and Allemand 
says, “ People said I was crazy, 
but now a lot of those same 
people would like to buy those 
sheep from me.” 
Allemand trucked his sheep 
to Fort Collins last November 
when the grass in Wyoming be­ 
came too short for grazing. He

Three anti-income tax leaders 
filed incorporation papers with 
Secretary of State Ted Brown 
Wednesday as a nonprofit cor­ 
poration called Citizens for Re­ 
peal of Ohio’s Income tax. 
Reps. Richard Reichel. R-92 
Massillon: Robert Nctzley, E-7 
Laura, and Donald Fraser, R 97 
Toledo, listed their corporation 
purposes as the education of 
the Ohio public about the tax 
and its repeal. 
The 
three 
legislators 
will 
serve as tem porary trustee- un­ 
til a meeting can be called to 
elect perm anent ones. 
Anti income tax forces are at­ 
tempting to put a constitutional 
am endm ent on the ballot 
next 
November. They must collect 
318.414 valid signatures on peti­ 
tions to do it. 
lf approved by 
voters, the 
am endment 
would 
repeal 
the 
personal and corporation 
in­ 
come tax effective Jan. I, 1973. 
It also would require that fu­ 
ture income taxes be approved 
by the voters. 
Although 
the 
repeal 
move­ 
ment was initiated by Republi­ 
cans, the GGP state headquar­ 
ters reaffirm ed Wednesday it is 
maintaining a hands-off policy 
toward the issue. 
“ I don’t think the party will 
take a stand on this,” GGP 
state Chairm an John Andrews 
said after a meeting with Rep. 
Joseph 
TuUey, 
Ii 37 
Mentor, 
one of the anti-income tax lead­ 
ers. 
TuUey said he welcomed An­ 
drew s’ statem ent on the repeal 
effort. “ As soon as we get this 
divorced as 
a partisan issue, 
the better we will be,” he ob­ 
served.

Armed with television c a m ­ 
eras and infrared sensoring de­ 
vices that can pierce the d ark ­ 
ness, the AC130 was roaming 
over the Ho Chi Minh trail look­ 
ing for North Vetnamese sup­ 
ply trucks. 
At about 4 a.m ., three SAMs 
were fired a t the AC130 and its 
escorts about IO miles south­ 
west of Sepone, a key tran s­ 
shipment point on the Ho Chi 
Minh trail, about 25 miles from 
the 
South 
Vietnamese 
border 
and an equal distance south of 
the demilitarized zone. One of 
the 
37 foot 
long, 
Soviet-built 
missiles scored a direct hit. 
The 
AC130. 
called 
the 
“ Spectre,” is the Air Force s 
biggest destroyer of North Viet­ 
nam ese trucks moving supplies 
southward 
down 
the 
250-mile 
long Ho Chi Minh trail. 
Most of the North Vietnamese 
truck traffic moves at night, 
and the AC130 has television 
that allows the crew to watch 
the ground illuminated only by 
moonlight. It also carries in­ 
frared devices that can pick up 
the heat from truck engines.

can soldier was killed just be­ 
fore dusk Wednesday when ene­ 
my troops attacked the position 
of the 3rd Brigade.
